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Hard Truths at Ismailia 


" ‘The waves of euphoria which accompanied 

Mr. Begin to his meeting with Mr. Sadat in 
Ismailia have, predictably, died away te mere 
Tipples. At their conference this time, the 
Israeli Prime Minister and the Egyptian 
President came up against certain truths 
Which toad been obscured by hopeful words. 
They could agree upon the Sinai—that 
desert area is always negotiable—but they 
could not seree about the Palestinians. 

The Ismailia meeting broke up cordially, 
and with promises of an upgraded Cairo 
conference and the appointment of commit- 
tees to discuss specific issues. The aura of 
00d feeling that has surrounded the Begin- 
Sadet talks apparently persists; it consti- 
tutes a good mood in which to conduct 
further conferences. 

And these, in turn, could lead, if not to 
an Israeli-Egyptian peace, at least toe an 
absence of war between the two states, even 
if no full agreement is reached between 
them And this could embarrass other 
Arab states who wanted to fight it out with 
Israel, and perhaps promote, in the end, 8 
general settlement. Both Begin ‘and Sadat 
are pledged to seek such a settlement. 

So as the new year comes closer, the new 
atmosphere in the Middle Bast 5.1]. holds 
Promise, despite the difference among the 
Parties, despite the dizzying ups and downs 


of optiraism and pessimism that accom- 
panied this diplomacy of jét and television. 
But the world at large, no Jess than the 
active participants in the old dispute, should 
not overlook the dangers that still mar the 
Mideastern scene. 

On the day the Ismailia meeting ended, an 
Arab in Israeli-occupled land was shot down 
by the Palestine Liberation Organization on 
the ground that he cooperated with the Is- 
raelis, And the PLO warned that more such 
deaths would follow. The criminal folly of 
such conduct, especially at a time when 
Palestine and the Palestinians engage the 
attention of the world, needs no elaboration. 
But as an act of war, of the kind of war that 
threatens Israel on its borders and within 
the lines its forees hold, it ig a comment on 
Ismailia, on both its failures and the con~ 
tlouing efforts toward -peace. 

It points out, with gunfire, that there are 
those who would fight against compromise, 
whether on behalf of the Palestinians or of 
Israeli claims to Judea and Samaria. It also 
makes clear that such 2 war would not 
necessarily be affected, as wonld a revival 
of direct national wars, by the absence of 
the Egyptian Army from the fighting. The 
road to peace in the Middle East is still a 
hard one—-and Ismailia fhas also proved that 
fine words cannot make it easier. 


Getting Tough With Japan 


Echoing some loud cries of distress from 
industry and labor, the administration has 
lately been warning that Japan must rapidly 
eliminate its giant ‘trade surplus with the 
United States lest the domestic pressures for 
protection against Japanese imports become 
unstoppabie. The surplus is certainly large 
—some $8.5 billion this year, part of Japan's 
global trade surplus of $15 billion—and the 
pain to particular industries considerable. 
But Washington’s reaction has perhaps been 
too blunt and too panicky. The brewing 
Minicrisis between the two governments 
could do serious damage to the international 
trading system and to the relationship be- 
tween the United States and Japan that has 
been crucial to stability in Asia since World 
War Τὰ. 

During the first quarter-century following 
the war, that relationship was marked by ἃ 
tacit. trade-off. In exchange, first, for eco- 
nomic aid and, later, for American toleration 
of ane-sided Japanese protection of its in- 
dustries, Japan became an anchored alr- 
craft carrier and supply ship at the center 
of our system of Asian alliances. But the 
American military presence in Asia has 
shrunk: American and Japanese interests 
have changed, and the economic relation- 
ship now seems undesirably one-sided, at 
least to the United States. 

In the present atmosphere of mutqal 


, fault-finding several things should be kept 
ἴῃ mind. First, large Japanese trade sur- 


pluses with the United States are not im- 
Mutable. The surplus in 1972 was $4.4 bil- 
lion. In each of the next three years it was 
roughly $1.5 billion. Then it climbed to 
$5.4 billion in 1976. The trade balance has 
more to do with the general health of the 
world economy, especially Japan's, than with 
Specific practices on either side, Moreover, 
it is misleading to focus merely on the bilat- 
eral trade balance. Given the structure of 
industry in the two countries, a Japanese 
trade surplus with the United States is 
probably inevitable and—from the point of 
view of the American consumer—even 
desirable. The same is true of American 
trade surpluses with other parts of the world. 
The significant indicator is a country’s 
overall accounts, rather than sny bilateral 
trade balance. 

There is a second consideration to keep 
in mind. It is probably true that thousands 
of Americans are out of work as a direct 


result of competition from Japan. But ag- 
gregate employment in this couniry is likely 
to suffer rather than denefit from higher 
obstacles to trade. The best way to put 
Americans back to work is to increase de- 
mand worldwide to a paint where new jobs 
are generated in all industrial countries. 

Qver the past several weeks, Japanese of- 
ficlalg have spoken of increasing. their 
growth rate to 7 per cent next year from 
virtual stagnation over the past 12 months. 
That would be most welcome, as would a 
similar effort by West Germany. When the 
three leading market economies—those two 
and the United States—are working together, 
the entire international economy will bene- 
fit. That is why recent hints that Tokyo 
is having second thoughts about the 7-per- 
cent growth target are dismaying. 

In announcing plans to stimulate growth, 
Tokyo also announced some measures to 
lfperalize imports, They are inadequate, and 
Washington is right to say so. Yet, even a 
rapidly growing Japan free of many present 
import restrictions 1s not likely to be 2 major 
market for industrial production from the 
West. It should, however, increasingly be- 
come one for the lower-cost products of the 
developing states. When Japan ltberalizes 
its import policies, the chief beneficiaries 
are likely to be not the United States or 
the United Kingdom, -‘but countries like 
South Korea, China and Braail for manu- 
factured products, and Australia and New 
Zealand for grains and meats. 

Japan should do more to help the world’s 
economy: ‘by doing more it would also help 
its own. Doing more, however, requires not 
only government decisions to spur growth 
but also changes in entrenched habits among 
Japanese industrialists and consumers. It 
means as well the goring of some sacred 
cows, such as the agricultural interests that 
play so important a role in the councils of 
the miling Liberal Democratic party. None 
of these steps are easy, and they are made 
even harder dy obvious pressure from abroad. 
Ultimatams are seldom useful among close 
allies, and the Japanese are right to see 
something akin to an ultimatum in recent 
American statements. What is needed now 
from Tokyo is firm follow-through on good 
intentions. What is needed from Washing- 
ton is less panic and a longer view.

Pan Am’s Outrage 


It is easy to understand why officials of 
Pan American World Alrways are outraged 
at President Carter for his decision giving 
Braniff Atrways the nonstop route between 
Texas and London. Pan Am needs the busi- 
ness and thought it was in the bag after 
the recommendations of the Civil Aeronaut- 
ics Board went to the White House. But the 
President turned that particular recommen- 
dation around, and Pan Am's chairman 15 
charging that political considerations are 
behind the teversal. 

We don't know what politics had to do 
with the President's decision. We do know 
that it shouldn't have had anything to do 
with it. And we do find the explanation 
from the White House for the decision some- 
what unconvincing. It does not successfully 
refute the findlrz of the CAB's majority, 
which Included Chairman Alfred Kahn, the 
President’s own appointee, that Pan Am 
would provide better service 1o travelers and 
shippers. The President's desire to strength- 


en regional airlines—the explanation pro- 
vided by the White House—should not auto- 
matically take preference over service. 

In one sense, the decision may strengthen 
Pan Am in the long run at the expense of 
those regional airlines. It had been seeking 
domestic routes for longer than anyone 
cares to remember. When airlines like 
Braniff, National and Delta become trans- 
atlantic carriers in competition with Pan 
4m and TWA, the rationale that has kept 
Pan Am out of the domestic market slips 
away. 

Maybe that, or something like It, is what 
the President had in mind. He is eager to 
increase domestic airline competition. But 
he had not previously made it clear that he 
intended to apply the same policy interna- 
tionally. There are already enough airlines 
abroad for vigorous competition—if only 
governments would eliminate price-fixing, 
Night Umitations and limited landing rights.
